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Rate Control by the States 


Not since the Standard Oil and the tobacco oases has 


the United States supreme court delivered a finding of so 
important and far-reaching effect as that in which it has 
just affirmed decisively the principle of state control of 
railroads in the matter of rates. The finding in the Min- 
nesota case must inevitably apply to all other states as 
well, and removes effectively any remaining doubt of the 
power of the states to fix rail rates within their respective 
borders, regardless of the fact that these rates may he 
lower than those approved by the interstate commerce 
commission on interstate business. 


Quite properly, though, the court, declares that these 


rates must not be confiscatory. There is a recognition of 
corporate rights to a fair compensation for its service, 
but the one vital point cleared up is that which removes 
entirely all doubt as to the rights of the states to fix rates 
within proper bounds regardless of the interstate com- 
merce commission. The fact that these state-made rates 
may incidentally effect interstate commerce in no wise in- 
validates them, according to the supreme court's interpre- 
tation of the law, and it effectively establishes the status 
of the various state legislatures and state, railroad com- 
missions as to power in dealing with matters affecting 
rail rates. The decision will do much to clarify the atmos- 
phere that has in a sense been much beclouded. It ought 
to conduce to the rapid adjustment of rate difficulties as 
they arise, and adjustment, too, upon a basis of fairness 
and equity. The state should desire nothing beyond rea- 
son from the railroads, and the decision is as definite in 
providing against confiscation by the state as against un- 
warranted rates by the rail lines.

as Yield.

port. 


Government experts estimated 
this 


year's harvest would be 744,000,000 bush- 
els, of which 402,000,000 bushels will he 
winter wheat—a record for this crop— 
and 252,000,000 bushels will be spring 
wheat). 


The third largest acreage ever planted 


and favorable 
growing 
conditions ac- 


count for the prospec* for an abundant 
yield. 


The showing for a bumper crop was 


made in faco of a reductfon of S.4 points 
in condition nnd 
of 
about 22,000,000 


bushels in quantity from the figures in- 
dicated a month ago for winter wheat. 


Even Larger Yield Indicated. 


Under the old method of figuring the 


total wheat crop would be 703,000,000 
bushels instead of 744,000,000. The dif- 
ference is due to the fnct that formerly 
the. crop prospect was figured as it ac- 
tually existed at time of observation, 
while in the new method there is a dis- 
count of the possible loss 'between the 
date of forecast and harvest as based on 
the average of tho last five years. 


In effect tho,total wheat crop ia 14,- 


000,000 busl.els larger than a year ago 
under the official discount and 03,000,0110 
bushels larger than last year if com- 
puted on its actual prospect as of June 1. 


The loss in bushels in the, southwest 


is not so large an the grain trade be- 
lieved had been suffered, by at least 10,- 
000,000 bushels in Kansas and Oklahoma 
alone. 


On account of the lateness of the sen- 


son the trade in uncertain regarding the 
spring wheat prospect. This uncertainty 
will likely continue nnt'l near harvest 
as, although few complaints have been 
received, tho slipshod method used so 
universally in a large area northwest ot 
disking in the wheat on stubble ground 
leaves the crop in danger if more than 
the usual adversities should appear. 


Expect Shrinkage in Oats. 


An increase of rnori. than 1 per cent 


over last year's acreage was planted 10 
oats this year, but the condition of this 
crop June 1 was below the ten year 
average and government officials esti- 
mate the production will be 1,104,000.000 
bushels, or more than .'100,000,000 bushels 
below last year's harvest. 


The acreage planted to barley wnn 


less than that of last year. The produc- 
tion is estimated at 177,000.000 bushels. 


The increase of atiout 500,000 acres 


sown to oats over the large area of last 
year was the big surprise of the govern- 
ment report. It was expected the acre- 
age would be smaller. 
Only two stales 


of large production, Ohio and Indiana, 
show material losses in acreage as com- 
pared with last year.

COURT UPHOLDS 


PUBLICITY LAW 


(Continued from frisrc 


Chief Justice White interpreted the 


objectionable icgulationH as being not 
a restriction of the freedom of (lie press, 
lint merely as a nixing additional condi- 
tions for admission of the 
newspapers 


to the special privilege of the second 
class mails. 


In the course of his opinion he said: 


"Was the provision intended simply to 
supplement the existing legislation rela- 
tive to second class mil matter, or was 
it enacted as an exertion of legislative 
power to regulate the press, curtail its 
freedom 
and 
under 
the 
assumption 


that thpro was a right to compel obedi- 
ence to the comrnnnd of legislation hav- 
ing that object in view to deprive one 
who refuses to obey, of all right to use 
the mail service. 


"When the question is thus dc.ftned, 


its solution 
is 
free 
from 
difficulty, 


since by its terms the provision only 
regulates second class mail nnd the ex- 


hut 
elusion from the mails generally: 
only from the right to participate in 
ami enjoy the privilege's accorded by the 
second class classiiieation." 


The court declared further that the 


requirement that 
newspapers 
should 


expose their true owners was in line 
witli the "great public puruose which 
induced congress to continue in favor of 
the publishers of newspapers, at 
vast 


public expense, the low postal hate us 
well as other privileges 
accorded by 


the second class ma.il classilication." 


To emphasize this the court quoted 


from the report of the senate committee 
stating that the intent of the legisla- 
tion was to "secure to the public in 'the 
dissemination of knowledge of current 
events' hy means of newspapers, the 
names not only of the apparent, but of 
what might prove to be" the real and 
substantial owners of the publication 
and to enable 
the 
public 
to know 


whether mutter published was what it 
was purported to be or was in substance 
'paid advertisement.' "

sanity should have been received.

lease, but Charlton appealed to the su- 
preme court. 
It was this appeal that 


was acted upon today. 


As evidence of Ch:ir!ton's insanity, his 


counsel offered to prove Hint ns a child 
lie had lits of extreme rage, giving ns 
ono instance, his begging to be permit- 
ted to take revenge on n horse thnt hnd 
run away with him. Another instance 
referred to was the occasion when Paul 
Charlton. his father, inquired as to his 
son's resources when told of his mar- 
riage, the result being that the son re- 
fused to dine with him, and Inter, on his 
honeymoon trip, wrote to his father a 
letter "so 
full of foulness and abuse 


that the father destroyed it, unread ex- 
cept n glance through it to see its pur- 
port." 


Kvidence was offered to show that the 


family history of Porter Chnrlton sup- 
ported the claim of insanity. 
Counsel 


offered to offer testimony on the medicnl 
history of the murdered wife to show- 
she had once heen confined in nn institu- 
tion in Xew York, suffering from erotic 
insanity.

condition was important ns bearing on 
Charlton's mental condition.

Unveiling of Bust of 


Col. Owen. 


EVENT 
IS 
NOTABLE 


Indianapolis, June 10.—Vice President 


Thomas R- Mftrshnll on behalf of the 
state of Indiana yesterday afternoon ac- 
cepted the bust "of Col. Richard Dale 
Owen presented by confederate goldiers 
who were Colonel Owen's prisoners at 
Camp 
Morton, near Indianapolis, in 


1862. 
Prenentation speeches were made 


by Bennett H. Young, commander in 
chief of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans, and S. A. Cunningham, editor of 
the Confederate Veteran, who was one 
of the prisoners. 


The cord releasing the draperies cov- 


ering the bust, was pulled by Mrs. Nora 
Owen Armstrong, a granddaughter of 
Colqnel Owen and now a daughter of tho 
south, her home 
being at 
Memphis, 


Tenn. It is believed to be the first time 
in history that a union soldier has been 
so honored by confederate veterans and 
it was due to Colonel Owen's kindness 
to the southern soldiers at Camp Mor- 
ton. 


"This occasion convinces me more and 


more,'' said Vice President Marshall, 
"that there was a divine plan behind 
the founding of this republic and not- 
withstanding adverse forces from within 
and from without the Christian civiliza- 
tion of our nation has been unfolding 
from year to year." 


"The gift shows," said the vice presi- 


dent, who is a former governor of In- 
diana, "that men may differ and yet be 
honest and that, after their honest dif- 
ferences had been settled, they/can come 
together in unity with an inMnse feel- 
ing of patriotism for their nation." 


Governor Ralston, who presided at the 


ceremonies which were held in the cor- 
ridor of the state house where the bust 
will remain, in presenting Judge Daniel 
W. Comstock, commander Indiana G. A. 
R., who was to introduce fieneral Young 
said: 
"They 
(referring 
to 
General 


Young 
and 
.Tudgo 
Comstock) 
have 


served their country well in different 
positions but I doubt if either was ever 
afforded a more agreeable opportunity 
th»n this to plead for & broader pa- 
triotism." 


General Young, utter praising Colonel 


Owen's humanitarianism said not one 
word of criticism of the gift had been 
heard in the south and that the south- 
ern people nro pleased to honor a man 
"for what fifty years ago caused sharp- 
est criticisni among his own people and 
brought upon him condemnation from 
his superiors." 


On the speakers' stand woro several 


members of the Owen family, including 
Horace P. Owen, thn only living son of 
Colonel Owen, of New Harmony, Ind., 
which was founded by Col. Owen's fath- 
er. 
In the audience were representa- 


tive! of both the United 
Confederate 


Veterans and tho G. A. R,
